Applicant argues that it would not have been obvious to select 
margarine with phytosterols in it when there are so many other choices of 
spreads available on the market. This has been considered but is not 
persuasive. Hallstrom teaches the nutritional and health advantages of the 
use of his product. Applicant urges that the concept of mashing up carrots 
is far fetched. This is disagreed with and surely even applicant has 
mashed up carrots at the dinner table at one time or another in order to 
provide a carrot product that is easier to chew and swallow. Thus it is the 
examiner position that to combine the margarine of Hallstrom with the 
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carrots of Joy of Cooking would have been obvious at the time of 
applicant's invention.
